LoNDO.s', Sept. .'). — Kuaauv'a success in 
opening the Danl.incllcs to her (leet, in the 
nejjoliations just completed with Turlioy, 
has again re^-ivccl the WB»r scare, which, 
despite every ell'ort, has cropped up every 
now and then for tlio past suverul years. 
One of the oldest diplomiiliats in London 
stated, to-day, thut had Lord Siilisbury 
been iiioro di.scn'et in his luiiyuago, m his 
recent interview with llustoui I'uahu, the 
Turitiah ambassador, when ^thd latter made 
overtures for tho renewal of negotiations 
for tlin evacuation of K;j;j'pt hy the 
Kriti.sh, M l)e Nclidofl", tiio Russian 
anil) lesador waitd not have scored 
sucli a (liplonialiu tiiuiiipli, In referrin;^ 
to tlie cliaiiccs of war lie said : If the tri[)le 
alliance thou<;lit Buccea^s certain, it wotild 
not ho long in in;d;ing up iti mind to have 
ilone with a peace, which in idino-it ad cosi- 
ly as a w.tr. W lmt iircveiits wiLr is the 
utter niiccrl.iinty of tlic lisult. Froinlluit 
point of view ii is a good tiling, rather 
than olherwis'j, that thu baliiiice slioubl he 
as nearly parmaujnt as priisihle, and that 
llie triplu alliance should uniler.staiid that 
no attack could bo made upon Fruui^c with- 
out hi irigiiig I^usaia into tlie lield. Russia did 
inoie than any other power lo prevent sucli 
an attack in 1875, and slie undoubtedly 
means to prevent it again. Nothing can bo 
more absurd than the assiiinptioii tliat all 
llio piovocatioii will and iimat conif from 
France. Even ua regards 1870, tliough fur 
Iroin making excuses for llie headstrong 
folly an<l tvun wickedncsa of France, iu 
would yet be most absurd lo conceive Ger- 
many us bein^ the lambatlached unawares 
by th9 Galliu wolf. Tli\ Gorman lamb 
knew uncommonly well whut. he was about 
and was much too clover for .the wolf. 

The pamphlet recently publiahed in T!i;r- 
lin, on Prince Bitimarok s foreign policy, is 
sufficient cvidenoi that the ex-Chancellor 
was prepared, a« the writer of the pamphlet 
says, to force France into a. war. It is in 
the east that tho next great 4war will un- 
doubtedly begin. Something will happen 
to bring about a collision between Austria 
and Russia. Germany will then come upon 
the scene, and when that liappens, it is 
feared that it will bo iiiipossihlu to hold 
back France. It is just that fear which 
makes the minority of Frencliinen, who 
have not lost tlieir heads, uneasy. It w ould 
be very nice for France to havo Russia in 
her pocket, hut it in not nico 
when tho parts aro rtvereed, Russia 
may havo been wrong in the original 
quarrel. ,Sliu may have ncr l.aad^ far 
t«o lull to 1)0 able to bo ot the slightest use 
to her ally, and jet who CiUi doubt that the 
present temper of the Frenuli pcofile fenuiins 
unjhangod. France wotild l>c swept irio- 
sislibly into war. Tho bardamdles conces- 
sion to Russia may have more import than 
appears on the, surf ice, and may lead to a 
Russo-Tilrkish agreement in the event of 
war, as tlie pro-Rua-iian feeling throughout 
Turkey is udniittedly in tho ascendant. 
That Fiance is in perfect accord with 
Russia caiiuiit he doubted, as M. Cambon, 
tile new French atulia.s-ador to CmiBlanti- 
iioide, has receivcti iiiatructii)iis froni his 
(iovcrmneiit to urge upon the Forte 
tho e.'cpcdieney of oilicially addressing 
a note lo the power.s dciiianiling their col- 
lective suppoi t in its ciideavor.s to rc-opcn 
negotiatiDUS wiih (Jreat liiitiiin for the 
evucuatioii of lCi_v;>*. .Siiii e Loi d .Sali.shiiry 
has \n-:':\ ill pijuuj, tlv^ lii|<l>! alliiiu'e have 
u.seil Kg;, pi to cijiii|)i l Ku^'laiid to be siil)- 
servient to tiieir wishes, and Egypt may 
now turn out to be a boomerang to the same 
powers. 

TIIK OlTIl.UilCS IN CIII.SA. 

There i.s general disttiHt in tiie host in- 
foniied circles in Louduii of the caii-se sn 
seductively ])rop'<g:ited hy the Cliinoe 
Governinciil and its ayeiit.-i, that the riceiil 
outrag'"S on foreigners and tl,e wave nf aiiti- 
Inreigii feeling passing over Cliiiia i.s due to 
th'i iiiachiiialiuns of secret socie I ic-i. Tlie 
allegation is very convenient fur the 
Chinese uuthoritics, as it is well known that 
to kill tho members of the chief secret 
societies without money, tho mere posses- 
sion of a small calico ticket with it;) iivo 
apparently ineiuiingless words, however in- 
iKiceiit thepusstigo may be, being of itself 
a capital offence, without tho usual right to 
appeal. But the members of these societies 
are, as a rule, poor 'and isnoblc men, not 
unfreiiueiitly common sohliers, who thus 
combine to protect themselves ugain-t the 
extortion and oi)preasiou of their .'^iip 'vior 
oflicer.s, and tlii'y are quite inciipiible of 
forminj^ the design of enibarrasaiiif; the (_'iiv- 
eriinieiit hy eiiihroilin},' llie couiitry with 
foreign jwweis, which is allrilnitcd to 
lliciii, lor the Hini|>lo riwoii that tlicy 
know nolliiiif,' of lln; foicijrn powers iiiul 
how dilliculties arise, aniony i at ioiri, and tlie 
con3i'(|Uciice.s of Kuuli ilillic-iilties. 'I'liesc 
are matters far lieyoml their iiiforiiiation 
and iiilclligenci!. Tlie vast majority of 
them, Icailci .1 and follo'.v ei .i. Ijclicvo that 
there is no nal ion in t lie world but (.'liiiia, 
and 1 11. it w lint remains of the jiloln; i« in. 
Iiahiled mainly by ili jg'.n^. Nor have the 
iijeiiilier.^ of tlicKc Hiiciulics i;vir in iiiifcsted 
any htjstiliiy to fondgiH'ra or i o iiinovaLioiis 
from aliioad. It is tlioiinlil that the out. 
lireaU was caused by the j;<>iieial rela.>:ati()n 
in the last live year;-! of llic |irc.s.siiro iilways 
krpi ai))di( (I to Cliiiii\se ollicial.s, local and 
imperial, liy foreign ndnistors and consuls to 
"keep them up to the murk." In reganl to 
treaty obligations and tlidir gri-neral duties 
to ICnropeans, this reliixation is duo 
to tho desiro cf cvory ICuropcan Govern- 
ment, for reasons of em; sort and another, 
to stand well witli the IVkin ( lovei iiiiieut, 
and the consequence was thai, while pn's- 
Hure on the liigli Chiiieso olliciuls rela.\cd, 
their pressure on the potty local oflicials 
abated in like manner, and also tho pressure 
by the latter on the mobs lind on their 
leaders, "the literati and gentvy," who ai o 
consumed with hatred of foreigners, It is 
pointed out aUo b/fthcse persoas in author 
ity to speak on the. matter, that the places 
where all' these otii/i-ages have tnkcn phice 
are precisely those into which European 
charity was poUrod during tho recent 
famine. 

ntJSSU'a BKOKNT I'DEOHASE. 

Thd purchase, bjr Russia, of shares in the 



Suez Canal, coupled with tho eviilcnt de- 
termination of the Sultan to do all he can 
to get England our. of Kgypt, is causing no 
little an.xiety in Kugland. Kiamit I'asha, 
the dismissed Grand Vizier, always loanecl 
toward Great Britain, and, although tho 
pretext for his disinisbid is that lie has not 
l)oen sulBcicntly vigilant in putting down 
brigandage, there is uo doubt that it was 
precipitated by a much broader motive. 
The suppression of brigandage is an alTair 
of the local authorities, and of the Minister 
of Justice, and there is no precedent in 
Turkish history for a wholesale sweep of 
the Ministry on suoli a ground. The Turk- 
ish cabinet revolution is construed at ihe 
British Forcicin Ofiice as a blow ut Eng- 
land, and this is thu general opinion 
One correspondent says that a palace in- 
tview} had something to do with the matter, 
and that Kiamit ?u8ha had oifendod the 
Sultan by au addition to his harem of the 
daughter of a. Syrian Hoy who has been for 
some time under u cloud of displeasure. 
This may be trun, but it would not nilect 
the Sultan, who is a man of higii intelligence 
and broad statesmanship, as long as Kiamit 
was otherwise satisficUiiy. Tho days have 
gone by at Constantinople, if not al Teheran, 
lor tho state to be governed Ihrouuli ilia 
harem, and the Sull in si Iccta and dismisses 
his ministera with very imich tho tame 
motives as tho Czar or the German K'liser. 
'I'he Sultan is a Kiiro|ieaii, not au Aiiaiic 
dc-pot. lie has i;ivi'n Fiigiand notice of loss 
of coulideuce, and tlie price of a lestoralioii 
of tliat coiilidenoe is KgypS. At the same 
lime no suhitantial foundation is iiresentcd 
for the ofi-repeatid as.-ertiou that the 
Sultan is luakiiig plans for an .\sialic empire, 
upon the aliaiidoinneiit of Constantinople. 
Me is as deeply auaclied to the city as were 
the liyzatitiiie ICiiipi rors, and so are llie 
Euiopcaii Turks yuu rally. The Sultan 
wishes to retain Egypt, not »Mth a view of 
losiug, but of strengthening itself. 

THE OmCAOO r.MR COMMISSION. 
The nmmbers of the Chicago Fair com- 
niission, who have b en in iCurope in the 
intenst of tho e.vp.isition, lj|t for houii) 
to-day, feeling very appy over the success- 
ful result of tlndr lab ira. Their only regret 
is that they were not allowed to visit the 
English provinces more thon;u;^hly, and 
address the various chambers of coniinerco. 
They hope, however, to return at some no 
distant (late and tike ti more exhaustive 
tour of some parts more thoroughly than 
they have been able to do on this trip.

llattie May, of Seattle, Leaves Ilcr 
ilome, and Takes Up Quarters 
in Victoria. 



Being' a Minor, Her Father Claims 
Her Oustody, hut is Denied 
the Klffht. 



H. Fried, proprietor of the Driard baths 
and barber shop, on Trounce avenue, was 
arrested last evening by SiipC. H. NV. ^hop- 
pard, upon a warrant charging hint'- with 
taking a young girl named Uattie .Jlay out 
of the custody and protection of. her father, 
AugustMuy, of Seattle, in otherwords, with 
the abduction of the girl. Fried was taken 
at'^oace to police headquarters, where he 
wa^B detained fur an hour or so, $2,000 bail 
th^ being accepted for his appearance in 
th» police court to-morrow. Fricd's bond 
tor SI, UOO nnd two sureties of §5U0 each — 
iMcssrs. Whiitier and Haywood — were 
taken as satisfactory. 

The case is a complictitcd one and the 
charge of a nature as serious as it is un- 
Uhual. The chief, in fact, only witness 
lor tho Ciowu - so -far identilied with 
the prosecution is August May, a carpenter 
of Suatlle, and the father of the girl. His 
story is, brielly, as told below : Ho says 
that, w ith his wife and family, he has made 
his home in Seattle for several years, linding 
it none too easy to support titinsell and 
those dependent upon him. For this reason, 
Hattie, whose age is a little over lifleen and 
a hall years, was provided with employ- 
ment in the Ijox factory of Messrs. C. 
Holbcck & Co., three days in the week. 
One morning, aliout two weeks ago, she 
went to work as usual, but returned at nine. 
■Sue leinaiiieil in the liouse a few minutes 
only, and then went out, it was thought to 
return to work. She was expected noiiio 
between >") and C ia the evening, but not 
ni diing her appearance, a search was insti- 
tuted lor her, without the desired result. 
The next <lay the city was scoured, but 
with etiually poor saccess. Two days from 
her mysierious disappearance, her elder sis- 
ter received a letter, conveying the surpris- 
ing news that Hattie was going to Victoria 
to bo married. Then, following this first 
letter, came a second, also to her sister, in- 
foniiiug her lliat sihc was not man ied, but 
living ill tliis city in the lainily uf a man 
iiaiiiod Fried. The sister replied to this 
that she hail buttei' come home, or her 
f .thcr would go over to Victoria for her. 
No answer being received. May did come to 
Victoria, and liisl hunted up Fried, who 
deaieil iiiiy knowledge! of the girl. Then he 
applied to tiie police, and .Sii[il. Slieppard 
deiailiil an oUi.-er to aceoiiiiiany him to 
Fneii's liouso. Tlu'iv he found Ins daugh- 
ter, who said that slie was willing' to return 
with him, hut wanted a little time to p^ick 
up her thiiigH. .Slie asked liiiii to call in the 
iiiorniiig aiul she would be re.uly. He 
called in the morning and met Mrs. Friud, 
who infornicil him tliat Hattie liad changed 
her mind and was going to slay ; and 
further, thai the law of Canada was ililicr- 
ciit from that ed his home, and he uoulihrt 
oiiipel her to return with him. He a^ain 
consulted Supt. Slieppard, wlio showed him 
thai lie \vas poweritss to iuterfeio unless 
authorized hy a warraiil. Then Belyea & 
tiregory, Hod.vcU A Irving, and, 
liiialiy, the Attorney-General, were con- 
sulted, with the result of Fried's arrest. 
May says he does not want lo hu haul on 
anyone, he only wants his child ; hut he 
alleges that Fried and his wife enlieci hrr 
owuy from home, and tried to retain pos 
ses.iion of the girl ugaiiiat hia wisliis and 
the law. 

The cireiiniitanceB as ridated on the oth 
hand diller very materially in the color lint 
upon them. It is said tint Haltio beuaiii 
a^puiinicd witli Mrs. Fried's sistur i: 
.Scittlo, and accompanied her un a visit to 
Victoria. On her arriyal she told tho 
I'rieds' that her father abused hor and her 
sisters, and compsUed theni to work for his 
support, being too lazy to do anytiiing for 
himself. She wanted to be away from 
him, and asked Mr, hMod to take lier in. 
When tho father called, ho was at onco 
permitted to talk to the girl and bIio was 
told she could go with him or stay, as sho 
chose. She said she would stay uiid tin; 
fatlier fori h with liiunohoil out into ( ucli a 
lorreiit id' alius.! of her and the Fricds that 
a polieeniaii had to h,i called lo take Imii 
away, liolli .Mr. and Mrs. Fried deny 
eiiiplialijally any allcmpt to inlhieiijo tin: 
gill against, her f.itlier, but say they could 
not put her onion the street. I'liey say they 
did everything else. Thi^y have relaiiicii 
.\Ir. W. d. Taylor for tho defence and will 
light the case. When the Ciniiisil 
for tho Crown was diucuasing the 
question of h.i I last evening, hi; 
said that hu would not object to light bail, 
providing the girl -was rotunicd to her 
fftthor, or else placed in tho custody of. 



some respectable third party, pending the 
decision of the courts as to who should be 
her custodian. To this Mrs. Fried replied 
that she could go where she chooso. Tho 
girl, who iiocoinpanied ^lis. Fried to the 
police station, enquired of the legal gentle- 
man attending them it she could bo unost- 
cd. He at once replied "No," and advised;/ 
her to seek lodging at the Refuge Home " 
^until her troubles were dispnseil of. She ' 
Slid nothing, but walked rapidly away, an'fl 
it is understood, secured a room for thei 
night, at a Douglas street hotel. 

The defence allege that criminal pi4>oeed-! 
ings in the case are entirely unnecessitry - 
and improper. They say an application for 
tho production of the girl, uudor' haieaa 
corpus, would have brought the ma tter. for- 
ward in tho proper light, and given the'; 
courts an opportunity to . decide whether' 
the father should retain possession of ' 
child, or sho should choose her ^otvn ' com- 
panions and mode of life. It was to -eirect' 
an amicable settlement that Bodwell & -Ir- 
ving, actina for the father, arranged jo . 
meeting with tho Fricds and Hattie, i» 
their lawyer's oUice, which, however, the 
father did not attend. 

The principal figure in the case — Ilaltic 
hersidf — is a slight but shapely girl, a de- 
cided blonde, with fine features, eyes oail . 
hair. Her good looks, her father says, he 
fears may prove the curse of her life.

The Payment of Assessments to the 
"VYelling'ton Strikers Agraiu 
Under Discussion- 



Tlic Matter Referred to Two Commit- 
tees of Naiiiiinio Miners fur 
ijettlemeat 



(Special to tho Colonist). 

Nanaimo, B.C., Sept. 5. — A meeting of 
miiieiB opposeil to piiyiiif; asseBsnicnta, for 
tlie benefit of the Wellington miners still 
out, was held this iifternoon, on tho Cirecp. 
The attendunco was not so numerous as luit 
week, which vtm acuoimtsd for by the 
delay in aunouncing it. Richard Bates, in 
taking tho chair, said the object was to 
hear tho report of the coniiiiitteo uppuinttd 
last Saliiriliiy, and to do what \Vii.s pos.silile 
to bring to a close tho dilKculties rof,Mrding 
the p;iyinc;it of i-ssessmenta ; to get the 
men, who had been discliarged, at work 
again, und to have everything made once 
more harmonious. 

J. liell reported that at tlie la.st meeting 
of tho union it had been impossible to do 
anything, it having been liroUe up in un iip- 
roiir. Yesterday they wailed on Mr. 
Robins to obtain tlie use of the (Ireen, and 
remained witli him about three hours. He 
appeared anxious for m.ittera to be settled, 
and was surprised at the acti(JM whieli was 
taken. Wlien the names were put up at 
the pit-heud he never expected it would 
come to anything. Mistakts had, he said, 
been nuide all round, and he had made a 
mistake in putting up the names at the pit- 
head. Koiie of them, he said, should be 
discharged. When asked what was meant, 
he said it was a kind of scare ; he never in- 
tended the men should leave. \\ hutever 
could be done to get a selt'enicnt he .should 
do. It was not his ipiarrc!, but that of the 
two factions. 

(J. Ramsay, one of the committee, was 
glad to report a prospect of settlement. He 
had bden informed it was the desire of some 
union men in good standing to have the 
committee of last week increased to about a 
dozen, to confer with a simitar union com- 
mittee 08 to what they should do at the 
meeting, Monday night. 

Mr. Hell deprecated any rash steps to 
overthrow the union, and udvocutcd a com- 
promise all I ound. 

The following additions were mndo to the 
committee : Robert Carr, G. Burt, W. 
Hnll, R. Piper, Walter Boss, . Walter 
Pride, Fred. Bramley and the chairman. 

G. Story said that no lines of actitm had 
been settled by tho union. The prclimiii 
aries it was for the two representative 
committees to determine after the union 
meeting on Monday night. Tlie coniniittee 
to be appointeil by tho union could not 
receive otlicinl sanction till tlia'; mcetini.'. 
The whole subject wiiulil be left to be ciire- 
fully considered, so us to secure the beat 
results for the entire body. 

W. Hall said the Union committee wou'd 
have no power to act until after Monday's 
meeting. There whs no use in the joint 
coinmitrees meeting until after that. 

J. Storey favored a meeting of the com- 
mittees this evening ; they would be able to 
confer, and no doubt between them hints 
would be thrown out to enable them to ar- 
rive at a course most suitable. There mu-<t 
be sacrifices on both aides, and those could 
be looked at in the face this evening. The 
results, he believed, would be abunduntly 
satisfactory. 

W. Roos held that something could be 
done to-night. He thought the other com- 
mittee was not thoroughly endorsed. 

(J. I'liirt said when the committee of the 
Union was ready to do business this com- 
mittee was ready. Ho udvocati d the ca'ling 
of a mass meeting and decision by secret 
ballot. With regard to the committeeB, one 
of them was not thoroughly anthorizeil. 
There wonld likely be some tight or rumpus. 

W. Roos thought that the men who hud 
lirst pulled out of the Union should be tho 
lirst to conciliate. Were a definite policy ar- 
rived .It, it would be easy to carry it baloie 
the Union. 

James leister moved that the commit- 
tee meet to-night. 

.1. .Story said if there was a quarrel he 
should go out. He repelleil the insinuation 
thot he had been interviewed and instruct- 
ed to adopt the present course. What was 
wanted was common sense an 1 {uilgrneiit. 
He had informed Rtim^ay that the two 
committees could meet this evening at be- 
tween six and seven o'clock. 

Some talk ensued as to what would be 
done if tho other cominittsee failed to meet 
this. A long, wordy talk look place as 
to the course of tho men, who at last meet- 
ing had unanimously resolved not to pay 
the assessment any more, the feeling being 
that action in this matter could be deter- 
mined at a mass meeting, by whose decision 
all shouM bi.' biuiiid, ihe more t^n since it 
was helieveil the i)i!li)l would (letoriiiine 
whether to slop future piiy iiieiits. Mesai.'i. 
('arr, Currniclim-l and otliei.s also Hpr,Ue, no 
ilecisiou hr'iiig arriverl at, except to leave 
matters in the baiirls of the twocouimillees. 

Fiorii the niineiH' point of view there is 
manifestly a rift in the clfuirls, both siiles 
anti.;ip.-ir ing an adjui-tmeiit of the issues 
now exi.sting. 

Latich — The joint committee of miiuTs 
met, this evr^riiiig, and talkeii over the 
silu,ilii)U. .A ilisposilion was, it is said, 
shown on hot li sicbs to miik<; srjn.c coiices- 
sions, but on several jioiiils, declaring the 
strike oil' particularly, theiii is a wide ili\ or- 
goiice.

THE niOHr JUNO. 

The Hamilton Sptctutor is looked upon 
perlm[)«, tho iiui.^t intensely parti.ian 
I)nper in llio Dominion. It is for tlie 
Covoiniuent first, last, and all the time. It 
is looked upon bj the Liberals as being 
an ultra Tory sheet. Yet this strong sup 
porter of the Government, this ardent 
advocate of tlic Conservative cause will not 
tolenito corruption iu tlie Oovernineut or in 
tho piililic cilices, no matter what party is 
in power. In a late issue it deolare.s that 
" Corruption iiiuat go," and it points oiil 
vhat the Conservative party wants and what 
it ought to do. iu flea rand vigorous language. 
This is the opening passage of ono of its 
ieadiiin articles ; — 

" The duty ef the Conservative party is 
plain. After the present session will have 
At length terminated, it will be the duty cf 
the Government to reconstruct the cabinet. 
It is .satiafactory to know that such recon- 
etrnction wus arranged for before the par- 
Uameuttry cuuiinittees had investigated and 
developed the boodliiig operations. Tho in 
vestigations show great necessity for recoii- 
atruotion, anri nmke it plain that the reeon 
■struction should be tliorough. If the wish 
of the Conservative party is consulted no 
tainted man c in have u place in the m \v 
■cabinet. It will l.e tho duty of the I'lemii i 
to find men u bo ;ire not only |icn>nnal.y 
ipure, but who will sue that those mid i 
them do not r-teal There ia no lack >>t .sueo 
niou iu the Coiitorvative pirty. 'i'iiere un- 
nnny able nien, ^t:■o:ll; (lel).iters and j,'ood 
C'xecutivu men in tlie pirty, unii tlKse 
should lio :ii a cliaiico to .show that they 
are hotter than tlieir pi cdeoe.iiora. " 

This is good aih ice and it also e.xpresse.'' 
tho tletei niin iliuii of the rinik and tile of 
( lie ('on>,ervative party ill parts of the 
Dominion. We tiud that in tliis I'lovince 
the Conservatives wid not tolerate corrup- 
tion. Tlicy illill not listen to excuses for 
the hooillers or for those who have bocn 
known to aid and abet theui in any way. 
If tlio sli.;hle;)t attempt is made to white- 
w-asli any of them it will he fiaiiul tloit hy 
7iif/ne will the white washers bo more atrong- 
ily'Coudemned or more heartily deuounced 
than by nieu who have been Conservutive.s 
all their lives. It is most encouraging to 
aco this hatred of corruption and this do- 
.bsririiMlioii lo thuw it no (|iiarter to htrony 
and so j^onei al. 

Tho c who believe that the "eaiioor of 
corruption" Ims eat- ii far into the ( 'oiiserva. 
tivc parly will liuil, if th.y go among Con- 
aervativus and hear their remarks on the 
Ottawa scandals, tluit they have fonnod a 
wrong esiiiiiiito of the moral condition of 
(,hc p irty iis a wholo. 'lliey will tee Ih.il 
lionc.st polili;ians are csteeniod and ad- 
mired, and that tl osu who are even bus 
pectcd of being dishonest, aro hated ami 
despised. They will come to the conclusion 
that the Spectator said nothing more than 
tho fiinple ti nth V hen it deolared that "If 
the wi.sli of the I'oiiaervat ive part y in con- 
Kulted, 110 .tainted man can have a place in 
tlic new cabinet." We trust that no mis- 
take will bo niade about this. Tho Con- 
aorvativo party want an honest Oovern- 
nient, and the groat majority of its mom- 
bera will refuse to give their support to men 
who have the lepulation of being either 
oorrupt or ti ieky. 

A SHALLOW DKVICE. 

'llie Toronto Globe still continues lo 
propliesy. It afToots to be able to see into 
*'io future and to read the thouglit.s and in- 
tentions of tho members of the Dominion 
(iovernincnt. It predicts, wi'h the utmost 
J infidence, that tlici c will be a geiieriil 
o'.eolimi at the end of this j cur or in the 
bojimiiiij of next- It gives many reasons 
for arriving at this oouclusion, but those 
reasons are weak and inconclii.'-ive ; they 
Are, in fact, nothing more than mere 
gu;6«e« or rallier oxcinoa for guesMing. ■ 
But itb real reason for raising tlie general 
election cry is given at tho end of the 
.Article. 'I'ho object of its adopting tho role 
<»'. tlie prophet becomoB dear afi we read tho 
foUowiug sontenoes : 

"There la no time to lose. The fight 
.flhould begin now. The revision ot tho 
Valor's lists must be watclwd with unceas- 
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iiig vigilance in every constituency, and ut 
once, the iiiachiuery of tho Liberal party 
must ho put in order, for the great campaign 
alieail." 

This lets the eat out of tlio hag. The 
ll!ohe has invented and circulated the rumor 
of a general election, in order to stimulate 
tho fl.igging zoal of the discouraged Grits. 
They have been fighting a losing battle to 
long that they have begun to think that 
tluy will never win iinother victory. A 
few months ago they were told by the Globe 
tliat victory was again aliout to perch on 
their banners, and that all they had to do 
to gain the dby was to stand shoulder to 
shoulder, and to quit themselves like men. 
i'liit tho result showed that the Globs was 
not endowed With the prophetic spirit, that 
il d.il not even possess ordinary jiolitical 
sagacity uiul di.icernnii lit. 'I"he Liber- 
als have not forgotten this, and 
the intelligent men among them 
place no coiilidenco in its proilicliouH, 
and give hut little lieed to its hysterical 
exiioi lation-s. Tliey see, too, that it is 
most improbable tli.il the Governmmt, so 
soon after a general e'eetion, would make 
an uppeal to the people. Tin y cannot but 
observe that tho Conservatives aro not 
making any preparations for a political 
campaign. This, taken with the emphatic 
driiiid by leading Conservatives that an ap- 
pi-al to the polls in the ii'-ar future is cini- 
U luplated, must ciinviiice thorn that the 
(ilolie is oither greatly mistaken or that it 
is raising the rumor fur purposes of its own. 
This is what the Hmpire says about tho 
lllohc'a latest sensation : 

"The (IUjIio has niuiuifacturod another of 
its nuiiiiMoiis seosations aiid inililislud a 
Willi appeal to the faith'ul to lie on the 
Idokoul for a general eleclioii. The Oppo- 
sition iippioeutly have resolved lo di.Nsolvo 
I'arliiinieiil and go In tlie eouiitry alone in 
• rdor to see just wlial 1 lie peojile think of 
Iheni and tlieir scandal cry. As they can- 
not jiersuado the (jovernnient to do as they 
want, i hey are determined to run a little 
general election of their own on pupjr to see 
now it works. The idea, of course, is to 
stir up Grit agents and wire pullers in 
Ontario and cbowhero to look after the 
voters' lilt now being revised and to gal- 
vanize the party, which has Iclt pretty 
squeamish since the Mercier revelations, 
into a fresh movement for fear of the bye- 
clectiona, " 

The chief organ of the Ontario Liberals 
should have more regard :or its reputation 
tban to rcvi.se a report which even political 
tyros most see is loo improbaMe lo lie be- 
lieved by people postes.sed of eominon souse. 

CIIIA'ESB OUTUAOES. 

Outrages against foreigners are still per- 
petrated in several parts of China. Some of 
them are serious, and some are conipari- 
tively trivial. Tboy are accounted for in 
diti'ercnt ways. It is fcaid that llnir only 
oaiiHi^ is the deeply rooted and intense pru- 
judieo entortaineil by the people against 
foreigners. Others believe that they ore 
brought about by the secret societies for 
the inir]iose of getting the govei iinieiit inl ) 
troul)le with foreign naticnis. Uncc enga','ed 
in a foreign war, llie plotters believe lliey 
would liave tlio opporlniiity, M'hich they 
have been looking for .so b ug, of overthrow- 
ing tho government, deposing the Tartar 
hhiiperor, and placing n native ruler on tho 
tliroiie. We are inclined to believe that 
thi.s alter tlucjry is an ingenious guess, 
for, in the nature of things, it ij 
iiii|io.-,siiilc lo liiiil oat uliat the .secret socie- 
ties are doing, and what means tliey take 
to advance their objects. The hatred of 
foreigners by the lower orders among the 
Chinese, and the singular ideas they eiiter- 
t lin respecting those that ore settled in the 
country, are, it appears to us, (piite luuli 
cient to cause the i^'iioraiil people to a.'isail 
foreigners whenever they can do sowiili 
impunity. The following extract from an 
article in the London Times on the riots in 
China shows liow foreigners of all nutions 
aie looked upon by tho common people, 
and does not h ave ns in doulit as to the 
cause' (.f their ill- treat niont : 

" ! he lii -il. 1 iot took jilaec- at \\ iihii, on 
the .-veiiiii,- of iho l-_Mi ot .Miiy. It was 
ili!-ei"ed iig linxl tho .le-uit iinssion Iniild 
ini's, iind t or d ..vs lat-'r llic vict- ]\\M ili. d 
tlioir coi.diict lo the native c iniiinimiy \u ,i 
pr.ic'ainiil.on. liilhiM dociiini nt ihc ii.is- 
hi'-mtr.-. th« ir rouv rl.f are aecu-,ed i.f 
I'.i.iny al.oinioaldo eriin .s. N"t only do 
tlun vir)Iate niora'ily and i-u-looi by sulicr- 
iog liolh se'Xes to fre(jiienl clauoln.s to- 
gether, but they pay women to ah lui t- 
ctuldren, whose 1 yes and lieo-ts they enl 
o\ii. TwooflhcHe wrilehes, it is fnilher 
alleged, had lately drn-ed a child and 
earru'd him oir. Plii'.y wei e arrested, and 
Initiles i:onldniiig dings wei'o aoliiahy 

foiiiidiiMMi th ; but llie erafiy .Irsniis 

brilii-d till' m igi.-tnites ami the ei iiniiial-, 
were released. Ulher o,i.-es of liidiiapping 
are ciiuiiierated, with full pirlicuhus of 
name and date. Tho b diy of a woman named 
.Shen Mis'ippeared in the twinkling of an 
eye, cradle and a'l, wittiout leaving behind 
the slightest trace' Tho bereaved parents 
proceeded to the church, and discovered 
several carcasscs and tho dried bones oi 
young children. Nevertheless, a corrupt 
magistracy denied them redress. The 
people had torn down ' the devil's nest,' 
and tho proolaniation urgod them to execute 
similar justice upon the Protestants. A 
curiou.s letter from a French missionary 
shows how craftily the Hcuusaliou of kid- 



napping was worked. A couple of diiya 
before the riot two ladies employed by the 
mission were arrested, anil charged with 
inllicting dumhnoss upon two children, who 
were duly produced before the magistrate. 
That functionary seems to have fully 
aporeciated tlio case. lie ordered the 
ladies to bo liberated when tho children 
recovered their apccoh, and as tho children 
lost patience iu the course of tho next day 
and be^an to talk, the prisoners were sent 
homo. A few hours before tho mission 
buildings were assailed, tho charge of child- 
stealing was repeated by another woman, 
ami an eye-witness of the riot declares that 
it is widely believed, even by well-educated 
Chinamen, who are convincril Ibiit the 
Christians use the eyes of native children as 
medicine." 

It is no wonder that the people who firm- 
ly bolievo that the foreign "devils" kidnap 
their children for the purpose of using their 
(^yes as niedicine, liate them and take every 
opjiortiiiiity of destroying their properly 
and injuring I heir persons. The only way 
to Koenre good iK^atnunt of the ini.i- 
sionaries is lo convince the deluded people 
that they cruelly misjudge tho foreigners 
who live among them. It may be diHicult, 
Iierhiips impossible, to do this, but until it 
is done foreigners need not e.xpect to live 
safely in uny part of China. No people 
under the .sun couhl he cxpeeled to treat 
jiersons res-idml in their country kindly 
and hospitably whom they believed to be 
continually on the watch lo catch and kill 
their children.

Mr. Boon's account of the trip ia so interest- 
ing that we herewith submit it in his ow n

" \Vu left !«. Conner on tho morninc; of 
Auguat 10. Outfitting lit HumiUon, wc 
went liy stage to Minnelialia.at the junolii)n 
of Haker river with the Skagit. From there 
wo followiil a rough trail over high hilla a 
(li. lance of eight milea up the valley of the 
I'.iker. 'Phen on through the hru.sli , I hrough 
creeks am! over fallen timher, till we reaehtd 
ISaker lake. Tliere we found a dolighthil 
place to cam]). We pitolied our teuton the 
level valley .-stretching oil' to the left of the 
lake, anil eiijoyiil the pleasurcn of caiep li'e 
for three .lays. The lake ahouiuls in tn.ul, 
po we weic in no ilanu'er of riinnirii; sliiii t, iil 



provi.sions. 



H.iker lake i.s a be lUtilul .sheet of 



clear water, covering .some three inileM m 
length, one mile in wiiltli anil feil hy niyriail 
ery.stal tln anis, which come plunging ilo'.vn 
in lieuiiliful cascades f|-om the glacial 
lieiglil.s siinrjunding the ha.siii in \ihieh the 
lake ia situated. 

" Uefieahed hy our three days of rest, we 
resinned our journey, following the courae 
of 11 l.ttle rivur, which we named b'alls river, 
on aceouiit of its long-eontiuued succession 
of cataracts. For a ilisliiiiee of three or four 
inilea our patliwuy ia through a forest of 
tiiiilicr as free from umlerlirush as a well- 
kept park. Then we struggle through an 
unbroken nieab of thoriied uiulcrhniah for a 
day and a half until we reach the snow line. 
We have pursued a courae but lillle north 
of cast from the lake and lin.l ourselves 
aluKisL directly east from Minint Haker. 
Here we go into camp for a day while the 
lady of the party rests from her fatigue. 

" Mnnilay morning the tug of war com- 
menced, and for nine und a lialf liours we 
did as hard climbing us people ever did. 
We followed as near as possible up the eiist 
side of the mountain, part of tho way over 
the brim of a yawning crater, where one 
mis-step would have carried ua over to death 
in tho abysi below. 

" As we neared the top we had to get 
down in crevussea of ice, work our way 
through them, and with axe in bund cut 
atepa in their oppoaite sides and, placiin; 
our feet in the steps thus made, climb to 
their opposite heights, only to find another 
ahead of us. NVe were liually compelled to 
take to the heigh t s of projeeliug rock he- 
cause of the depth of melting suo wand ihick 
grouping of the crevasses. 

" When we had thus nscended to within 
ulinut 100 feet of the summit we encount- 
ered a crevice in the snow 2.") or .'<0 feet 
across and frniu 50 tu To feet deep, the op- 
posite wall of which .seemed to be a perpen- 
dicular wall of ice. I'v'ght here wc all sat 
down, disheartcncil anil discnuragi d, for it 
.seemed impossible to overcome this hnal 
barrier, 

" Robert Weeds, resolving to nuike one 
more ellort, left the Ji irly and found the 
end of the crevice, where he was enabled to 
let himself down. .After half an hour of 
persistent work wi'h his axe he succeeded 
in skinning up the other aide of tho crevice. 
He was then lost to aiyhr, but soon the air 
was rent with his triumphant whoops, which 
assured us that he had reached t,he summit. 
Wc followed his directions, and under the 
inspiration of refreshed courage we were at 
iiii side half an hour later — 4:30 o'clock 
Monday, August 

" The e.xliume summit of .Mount liaker ia 
a sliine as sleeiJ as t he side of a house and 
smaller than many of Seattle's Inisineas 
blocks, occupying a poaition near the aonth- 
oi»t corner of a conip iralively levid ])!ate.iu, 
which I should think is nearly 100 acres in 
extent. There is no craier \ isilile. If any 
exists it ia long since extinct, deeply covered 
with snow ami ice. We made careful and 
diligent aoiirch for evidences of the visit of 
tbo Whatcom party, said to have planted a 
ling on Mount Buker. Uur search being 
fruitless, we were forced to the belief that 
the Whatcom party failed to reach the ex 
treme summit. 

" We had with us no stars ami stripes, 
but Miss Mevin made a Hag of a portion ot 
a red blanket from her puck, und this wc 
lashed to a stafT driven four feet in the 
soow. We wrote the names and addresses 
of the respective members of our party on 
slips of paper vrith date of visit, and these 
we put in a bottle, corked and suspended to 
the flag St dl" We now look a jihotograpb 
of till u.eiidi.s of our party formed in line 
beneath t he llag. Hire we also improvid 
the o|]iioilmdiy of photographing the lleee^ 
elonils many hundred feet benoatli us and 
hill iiii^ f I om our V ie w the hills and valleys 
below. 

" The intense cold cut our visit short. 
Wo had no thermometer, but I tirmly be- 
lies e tlie temperature was not higher than 
ziKi. It seemed much colder, and we nearly 

frnZM. 

" The ascent liad been dlllieull, indeed, 

hilt the real struggle e. ■ as we lelraeid 

our steps. lleiieath those steep inclines of 
ice yawm d great, dark abysses, over whieb 
life seemed to hang hy a very slender 
thread, llarkness overtaking us added to 
our peril, but at 8 o'clock we reached camp 
in safety. The journey homeward was un- 
eventful. " 

Miss Neviii, the lady of the party, seems 
to have stooil the fatigue of the trip fully as 
well as (lid her companions. She ia a brave 
Iowa gill, and has been a member of lier 
I'rolhflr-in-law's, J. O. Uoeii, family at La 
Conner since December, 1889. She is a 
vivacious young woman just out of her 
teens, a blue-eyed blonde, nve feet, five and 
a half inches tall and Weighs 110 nouiidw. 
She bears tho honored distTnction of being 
tho only woman that ever climbed the 
heiglits of Mount Baker. .She ajipears mod- 
estly proud of her achievement and says she 
thoroughly enjoyed tho trip. Tier faiigiut 
at I iinea Mas great, but the t hiec wi'eUs of 
her joui ney were jiassiid without a cold and 
slio feels that she will soon recover from all 
ell'eets of the exposure. Ifer companions 
aaseii, that her presence enabled them to 
siieeeed in what would have otherwise been 
fiiiluri', b icaiisc consideration for her com- 
pelled th m to exeiciso ^rrater cjre, and 
this, they belie\e, materially aided them,
